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PREFACE. 


The  Art  Gallery  of  the  Corporation  of  London  was  established  in 
1886,  and  consisted  at  first  of  little  more  than  a  fourth  of  the  space 
it  now  occupies,  and  the  works  displayed  wrere  a  selection  from 
those  which  the  Corporation  had  acquired,  up  to  that  date,  by 
presentation,  purchase,  or  bequest.  The  earliest  acquired  picture  of 
those  placed  on  view  was  the  portrait  of  Sir  Charles  Pratt,  by 
Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  P.R.A.,  dated  1764,  and,  as  illustrating  the 
formality  of  the  time,  the  famous  painter  is  recorded  as  having 
attended  at  the  Bar  of  the  Court  of  Common  Council  to  receive 
the  commission  for  it. 

The  late  Lord  Leighton,  President  of  the  Royal  Academy  in 
1886,  attended  the  banquet  which  inaugurated  the  Gallery,  and 
made  a  speech  in  which  he  ventured  to  predict  that  the  new 
institution,  in  such  a  centre,  and  under  such  auspices  as  those 
of  the  Corporation  of  London,  would  be  sure  to  be  attended  with 
success,  a  prediction  which  has  been  verified,  since,  during  its  com- 
paratively short  career,  nearly  four  millions  of  people  have  sought 
admission  to  it. 

Its  establishment  was  quickly  followed  by  presentations — one  of 
the  earliest  being  that  by  Mr.  Henry  Clarke,  then  a  member  of 
the  Corporation,  and  through  whose  instrumentality,  chiefly,  the 
Corporation  were  persuaded  to  establish  the  Gallery.  This  was 
a  work  by  Mr.  Seymour  Lucas,  R.A.,  No.  297;  and  another  gift 
followed  from  the  same  donor  in  1899,  an  important  and  costly 
work  by  Mr.  Andrew  Gow,  R.A.,  No.  613.  Then  in  1890  came 
the  gift  by  the  late  Mr.  E.  Onslow  Ford,  It.  A.,  of  the  marble 
statue  of  the  late  Sir  Henry  Irving,  given,  it  was  said,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  great  actor. 

Three  years  later  occurred  the  gift  by  the  late  Sir  J ohn  Gilbert 
of  forty-eight  of  his  productions,  in  oil,  water-colour,  and  black  and 
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white,  Nos.  526  to  573,  supplemented  six  years  later  by  the  bequest 
of  his  brother  George  of  fifty-three  other  works  by  Sir  John. 

Without  referring  specifically  to  every  gift  or  bequest,  mention 
may  be  made  of  those  from  the  Goldsmiths',  Salters',  Vintners', 
and  Drapers'  Companies,  Nos.  333,  334,  473,  and  476,  and  of  a 
characteristic  work  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Wyllie,  A.R.A.,  No.  616,  from 
Mr.  Deputy  C.  T.  Harris,  J. P.,  a  member  of  the  Corporation,  and  a 
strong  supporter  of  the  Gallery  from  its  commencement.  Another 
important  gift  was  from  Mr.  Charles  W.  Bartholomew  in  1902, 
which  represented  the  return  of  the  City  Imperial  Volunteers  from 
South  Africa,  by  Mr.  J.  H.  F.  Bacon,  A.R.A.,  No.  636;  two 
miniatures  from  Sir  Homewood  Crawford — portraits  of  Queen 
Victoria  and  of  the  Prince  Consort,  by  Mrs.  Corbould-Ellis,  Nos. 
680  and  839  ;  two  others  from  Ex-Sheriff  Sir  Alfred  Reynolds — 
portraits  of  King  Edward  VII.  and  of  Queen  Alexandra,  by  Mr. 
Alyn  Williams,  Nos.  831  and  837  ;  and  gifts  from  Mr.  Commissioner 
Kerr,  Mr.  William  Rome,  J.P.,  F.S.A.,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Leefe. 

A  moderate  annual  sum  was  in  due  time  voted  by  the  Cor- 
poration for  the  purchase  of  works,  and  three  important  examples 
were  acquired — Nos  634,  635,  and  771 — their  painters  being 
respectively  Mr.  Arnesby  Brown,  A.R.A.,  Mr.  H.  S.  Tuke,  A.R.A., 
and  Mr.  H.  H.  La  Thangue,  A.R.A. 

Then,  in  1902,  a  great  addition  was  made  to  the  Corporation's 
permanent  art  possessions  by  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Charles  Gassiot,  a 
City  merchant,  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  important  paintings, 
chiefly  of  the  British  School,  Nos.  637  to  748.  They  were  left  to 
Mrs.  Gassiot  for  life,  but  she  very  generously  gave  the  Corporation 
possession  of  them  at  once. 

Among  the  latest  additions  have  been  marble  busts  of  King 
Edward  VII.  and  Queen  Alexandra,  by  Mr.  Walter  Merrett — the 
gifts  of  Sheriff*  Sir  Thomas  Bowater,  Nos.  633  and  S33.
